didn't invite repeal of the street tax, 
but it actunly fought that repeal afl 
through the panic years. The street 
tax was repealed finally, not as a mat- 
ter of principle, but simply on the po- 
lice record which showed that the tax 
'had apparently become unenforceable. 


The Star's news-report, available in 


the bound files at the office, will show 
hat Alderman Roy Anderson, who in- 
:roduced the repealer ordinance which 
was adopted this month, introduced 
:hc measure originally last year in or- 
der to obtain "either enforcement or 
repeal." It is not just lo collect any 
tax off merely 10 or 15 per cent of 
those who are liable, and let 85 or 90 
per cent go scot-free. 


Yet that has been the enforcement 


record in the City of Hope in recent 
years, a record written by more than 
one city administration, and charge- 
able to no one particular official or 
set of officials.

There is a way for the improvomont- 


district-taxpayers of Hope to obtain 
relief: 


It is this: To insist that the city ad- 


ministration, in mnking up its annual 
budget, abandon the 5-mill city tax 
at (he earliest possible moment. 


That would mean an $11,000 drop in 


annual revenue. Also, it would mean 
an $11,000 annual saving to Hope prop- 
erty owners, who, substantially, are 
the same people who pay street-pav- 
ing taxes. 


The total property tax paid by city- 


dwellers is almost -10 mills. Cutting 
out the 5-mill city tax would mean a 
saving lo the individual citizen of one- 
eighth of the taxes paid each year 
into the sheriff-and-eollector's office. 


If the city, after giving this $11,000 


relief to the taxpayers, found then 
that it could not quite operate on 
cash basis, it would simply be neces- 
sary to return to a rigid enforcement 
of all the so-called "nuisance" taxes, 
such as street tax, city auto license, 
and so forth. 


And in that event. The Star would 


aim to go down the line for the ad- 
ministration that promised such a pro- 
gram. 


It might not be popular. But it 


would be fair and just. And what- 
ever is fair and just the people even- 
tually come to. After all it is worth 
something to live in :i city of paved 
streets. The farmer-citizen of Deftoan 
township and elsewhere throughout 
the county owes the county govern- 
ment four days' free work, ur its 
equivalent in cash, each year for the 
privilege of living on a dirt road.

Of all the milk' products, cheese is 


by far the most important. For cen- 
turies it has been the chief constitu- 
ent of diet in many countries. 


One pound of cheese usually repre- 


sents the amount of casein and fat 
that is available in a gallon of aver- 
age milk. It is a valuable consentrated 
. food, rich in vitamin A, and particu- 


larly rich in calcium and phosphorus. 


The United States consumes 
be- 


tween 600,000,000 and 700,000,000 pounds 
of cheese annually. That's a little less 


' than five pounds a person, which is 
much below the consumption in Eu- 
, rope but the amount of cheese eaten 
in America is steadily increasing. 


As many as 400 varieties of cheese 


jiow^are available. Most of the do- 
mestic brands come from Wisconsin 
and New York. All come under strict 
supervision of the Food and Drugs 
Administration, which has established 
definite standards of quality. 


> Probably the most common brand of 
cheese, in America, is Cheddar, which 
is the ordinary brick cheese. Then 
there are also cottage cheese, cream 
cheese, Neufchatel, Brie, Camembert,

Q.—-Does oleomargarine.' have as 


much food value as butter? 


A.—A reliable diet list states 
:that oleomargarine has a value of 
777 calories for each 100 Gh. But- 
ter is set down as having 795 cal- 
ories per 100 Gm. There is, there- 
fore, slight diferences in the cal- 
oric value, but butter contains im- 
portant vitamins that are lacking 
iii oleomargarine.

WASHINaTON-(/P)-A clarion call 


from the gooseberry lovers of the na 
tion has been answered by the de 
parlmcnt of agriculture. 


Frederick D. Richey, chief of the 


Bureau of plant industry, has In- 
ormed congress in explanation of ex- 
icrimcntal work to be done under 
'orthcoming appropriations that one 
)t the goals is the development of a 
jigger, better and tastier gooseberry. 


The experimental work, Richey rc- 


xjrted, will be "in breeding American 
varieties of gooseberries, using native 
pccies suited to our conditions but 
now of inferior quality." 


Would Control Weeds 


The gooseberry improvement studies 


ffill be ii\ conjunction with the bti- 
cau's studies of grasses that serve as 


basis for forage, range and erosion 
>ork; the domestication and improve- 


ment of wild plants, and weed control 
nvestigalion. 


The bureau's collection of domestic 
nd foreign grasses is said to be the 
argest and most valuable reference 
collection in the world. 


In 
weed 
control 
investigations, 


Richey reported, emphasis is to be on 
effective and inpexpensivc ways of 
controlling or eradicating bindweek 
(or European morning glory). 


Kansas Takes Lead 


Investigations, started last year in 


cooperation with the Fort Hays ex- 
periment station in Kansas, are to be 
extended to other states as soon as 
necessary arrangements can be made.
